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Decatur-Denton Road Is Being Surveyed 


REFUSES PILLS; 
START SHOOTING 


McLain Meets Tragic 
End When He Offers 
Medicine To Son 


Jesse McLain, about 26 years of ag". 
is in the county jail here. charged 
with

Coun­ 
ty Attorney Davenport and Justice of 
tile Peace Brady, wha were called to 
the scene, arose when the father in- 


s I s N m I that the son take a dose of 
medicine, and grabbing a gun. stand­ 
ing in a corner of the room, young 
McLain proceeded, to use it with dead­

effect.

toward him with the medicine, the 
son opened fire, tile first shot going 
above the old man's head 
Reloading 
the single-barrel gun, the young man 
fired point-blank at his father, ii lid it 
is tile opinion of the officers to whom 
the son talked, two shots were deliver­ 
ed into tin* body after the old man 
had fallen mortally wounded.

Charge of murder has been filed 
against Wash Roberts, farmer living 
iii the Balsoru community, and he is 
now in the W ise county jail. 
Bond 
iii tile sum of $.>.000 was set iii Jus­ 
tic e Foster's court iii Bridgeport. 
In 
an exclusive story, published in last 
week’s issue of the Messenger, the 
details of the terrible tragedy iii w hich 
Roberts’ wife was kilh*d while she was* 
out hunting squirrels with her hus­ 
band, 
was told. 
Immediately 
after 
neighbors 
were 
summoned 
to 
tile 
scene bv Roberts* call for help, offi­ 
cers from Decatur were called, and 
following an investigation by .Sheriff 
Gage and County Attorney Davenport 
and assistant. Jennings (’. Brown, Air. 
R o b e rts w as brought to Decatur, and 
a further examination and question­ 
ing were conducted. 
Roberts was re­ 
leased and returned to his home and 
with his family, attended the funeral 
of his wife. which took place at a 
cemetery near Raiser a Wednesday, the 
day after tin* death of Mrs. Roberts. 
Roberts in his statement to officers 
from here. said that ho and Ids wife 
with their four-year-old child, were 
out squirrel hunting in a ravine near 
their home, when the gun carried by 
Roberts waft discharged, the load of 
shot entering his w ife’s head in the 
back, near the base of tile brain. 
As 
tile gun went off. Roberts in his state­ 
ment said, he stumbled and fell to 
the ground. 
Ile did not see his wife 
at the time the gun was discharged. 
he 
said. 
Officers,

ground, according to a report of As­ 
sistant County Attorney Brown, show­ 
ed that it would have been an impos­ 
sibility for the load of shot from the 
gun to have hit Mrs. Roberts had tile 
shooting occurred as told by Roberts. 
Another inspection of the ground was

Sheriff Gage went to the 
Roberts home and arrested him.

Start Proposed Line Be­ 
tween Decatur and 
Denton Tuesday 


A crew of engineers from the dis­ 
trict office o f the state highway de­ 
partment. Fort Worth, began a sur­ 
vey of tentative routes for the 39th 
highway. Decatur to Denton, Tuesday 
morning. 
The instrument 
was 
set 
first on the southeast corner of the 
public square and tin* line started out 
down East Main street. 
Several pro­ 
visional lines will be mapped out be­ 
tween Decatur and the underpass rail­ 
road crossing on the Santa Fe railroad 
between Decatur and Denton. 
From 
tin* underpass into Denton the road 
will stand as now used and designated. 
After tin* several surveys of possible 
routes are completed, it will then be 
determined what route will be finally 
selected. 
As to that, no one knows, as 
yet, not even the engineers themselves. 
Final .selection will in* made as the re­ 
sult of joint conferences of the com­ 
mission and the county courts of W ise 
and Denton counties- 
By w hat meth­ 
od of financing the highway w ill final­ 
ly Is* built, is still another question. 
The preliminaries, of course, will be 
left in the hands of the two counties 
and the people who desire the high­ 
way and recognize its vast potential 
importance to the general section, will 
have to take the initiative. 
In other 
words, the two counties will have to 
(lo their share financially first. 
Tile 
highway commission is merely making 
Die preliminary 
survey 
to 
indicate 
where the road ought to go and Its 
cooperation to that extent in a rather 
expensive undertaking should general­ 
ly be appreciated. 
The state desires that the broken 
unit of the road between Decatur and 
Denton be completed. 
It is a yawning 
gap in what everybody recognizes* now 
to 
lie the 
shortest 
and straightest 
route the southern section of the Unit­ 
ed States has from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific ocean, certainly between east 
and west Texas throughout the most 
of which extent the highway is now 
Im rd surfaced.
